~Wf HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland (herein- 
’ * after referred to as “the Local Government Board”) have 
made the Provisional Order set forth in the schedule hereto 
under the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898 : 

5 And whereas it is requisite that the said Order should be 
confirmed by Parliament: 


Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled and 
10 by the authority of the same as follows: — 


1. The Order set out in the schedule hereto is hereby 
confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity 
and force. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 
15 (Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation (No. 6) Act 1910.

KINGS COUNTY AND COUNTY OP TIPPEHAKY 
. (NORTH HIDING). 

Provisional Order to transfer the business of the Drainage Board 

for the Parsonstown Drainage District to the County 5 
Councils of the King's County and the Coimty of 
Tipperary {North Biding). 

WHEREAS the Parsonstown Drainage District was constituted by a 
Provisional Order of the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland 
dated the twenty-fifth day of July one thousand eight hundred and 10 
sixty-seven and confirmed by the Drainage and Improvement of Lands 
Supplemental Act (Ireland) 1867 and the said district is situate 
partly within the King’s County and partly within the County of 
Tipperary (North Riding) : 

And whereas it appears proper to Us the Local Government 15 
Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as “the Local Govern- 
ment Board ”) to make an order transferring to the county councils 
of the King’s County and the County of Tipperary (North Riding) 
the business arising in their counties under the Drainage and 
Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Acts 1863 to 1892 of the drainage 20 
board for the said district: 

And whereas the said drainage board have consented to the 
making of this Order: 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of 
the powers given to Us by section 20 of the Local Government 25 
(Ireland) Act 1898 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf 
do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act confirming 
this Order the following provisions shall have effect : — 

1. There shall be transferred to the county councils of the King’s 
County and the County of Tipperary (North Riding) jointly the business 30 
arising in their counties under the Drainage and Improvement of 
Lands (Ireland) Acts 1863 to 1892 of the drainage board for the 
Parsonstown Drainage District. 

2. The business transferred by this Order shall be administered 
by a joint committee of the said county councils with a represen- 35 
tation of each council to be determined in cases of dispute by the 
Lord Lieutenant. 
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3. The costs and expenses of the Local Government Board in 
respect of the application for preparation making and confirmation of 
this Order shall be paid by the county councils in such proportions 
as the Local Government Board may direct and the share of each 

5 council may be raised equally over the whole of their county. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Parsonstown Drainage Order 
1910.
